Baptist 
church of that city, and president o. 
che Na'ional Negro American Politi- 
cal league, has aroused the negroes of 
che Capital City, and the whole coun- 
try. 
Choosing as his theme, "Whai 


Position Shall the Colored Voter Take 
in the Present National Contest," the 
Doctor preached a sermon 
full 
of 


truths that thoroughly aroused 
the 


colored people. Dr. Waldron was very 
vehement throuhgout tne sermon, in 
che course of which he said: 


"I preach this sermon as a protest 


against the efforts of certain govern- 
ment officials and employes to intim- 
date the pastor of Shiloh ehurca and 
he few other ministers of this city 
who are opposed to the party in pow- 
er because of its 
hypocracy, corrup- 


ion, and high-handed juggling 
with 


he constitution. Several' men in this 
city holding positions under the gov- 
irnment have 
recently 
approached 


members of Shiloh, and one or two 
other clmrches, who are under them, 
and advised them that they 'put a 
muzzle on those preachers.' Some oi 
the members of the churches referred 
to under the inspiration of their gov- 
ernment bosses, have threatened these 
preachers with trouble if they did not 
ischew politics in their sermons and 
cease their activi'y against the party 
in power. 
, 


"I was 
informed only last night, 


whether truthfully or not I cannot say. 
that a list of the members of Shiloh 
and Galbraith Zion church who are 
in tne employ of the government is 
being made up and that after election 
is over if the 
.Republican party is

Proposing An Amendment to the Consti- 


tution of the State of Ohio Rela- 
tive to the Passage of Bills. 


Be it r°so!ved by the General Assembly 


of the State of Ohio: 
Section 1 
A proposition shall be sub- 


mitted to the electors of this state at the 
next election for members of the general 
assembly, to amend the constitution of 
the state of Ohio so that sections 18 to 
32, both inclusive, of article II, shall be 
' spectively be numbered as sections 19 to 
33; and sections 16 and 18 of such article 
be so amended as to read as follows: 


ARTICLE II. 
less repjif&ed m the manner herein pre- 
sriibed f-r the repassage of a Mil. 
Sec. 2. This amendment shall take ef- 
Section 16. Every bill shall be fully and 


distinctly read on three separate days, 
unless, 
in 
case 
of urgency, 
three- 


fourths of the members elected to 
the 


house in which it shall be pending, shall 


of a bill on its tinal passage shall in no 
case be dispensed with. 
No bill shall 


contain moie than one subject, which 
ehall be clearly expiessed in its title; 
and no law shall be revived or amended 
unless the new act contain the entire 
act revived, or the section or sections 
amended; and the section or sections 
amended shall be repealed. 


Sec. 18. Every bill passed by the gen- 
eral assembly shall, before it can be- 
come a law, be presented to the gover- 
nor for his approval. 
If 
he 
approve 
it, he can (shall) sign It. If he do not 
approve it, he shall send it with his ob- 
jections 
in 
writing, to 
the 
house in 


which it originated which may then re- 
consider the vote on its passage. If two- 
thirds of the members elected to that 
house then agree to repass the bill, 
it 
shall be sent, with the objections of the 
governor, to the other house, which may 
also reconsider the vote on its passage. 
If two-thirds of the members elected to 
that house then agree to repass it.it shall 
become a law, notwithstanding the ob- 
jections of the governor. 
If a bill shall 


not he returned by the governor within 
ten days, Sundays excepted, after being 
pipsppted to him, 11 shall become a law, 
unless the geneial assembly by adjourn- 
ment prevent its return; In which case, 
it shall become a law unless, within ten 
-days after such adjournment, it shall be 
filed by him, with his objections, in the 
oft'ca of the secietary of state. The gov- 
ernor ipay disapprove any item or items 
in any till making an appropriation of 
money, and the item or items, so disap- 
proved, shall be stricken therefrom, un- 
fect on the frst day of January, A. D.

JOINT RESOLUTION 


To Amend Section Two of Article Twelve 


of the Constitution of Ohio. 


Be it resolved by the General Assembly 


of the State of Ohio: 


Section 1. That a proposition shall be 


submitted to the electors of the state of 
Ohio, on the first Tuesday after the first 
Monday in November, 1908, to amend-sec- 
tion two of article twelve of the consti- 
tution of the state of Ohio, so that it 
shall read as follows: 
ARTICLE Xn 


Finance and Taxation. 
Sec. 2. The General Assembly shall have 


power to establish and maintain an equit- 
able system for raising state nnd local 
revenue. It may classify the subjects of 
taxation so far as their differences jus- 
tify the same in oriler to secure a just 
return from each. All taxes and other 
charges shall be imposed for public pur- 
poses only and shall be just to each sub- 
ject. The power of taxation shall never 
be surrendered, suspended or 
contracted 
away. Bonds of the state of Ohio, bonds 
of any city, village, hamlet, county 
or 


township in this state and Donds issued 
in behalf of the public schools of Ohio 
and the means of instruction In connec- 
tion therewith, burying grounds, 
public 
school houses, houses used exclusively for 
public worship, institutions of purely pub- 
lic charity, public property used exclus- 
ively for any public purpose, and person- 
al property to an amount not exceeding in 
value $200, for each individual, may, by 
general laws, be exempted from taxation; 
but all such laws shall be subject to al- 
teration or repeal; and the value of all 
property, so exempted, shall, from time 
to time, be ascertained and published as 
may be directed by law. 


Section 2. All taxes and exemptions In 


force when this amendment Is adopted 
shall remain in force, in the same man- 
ner and to the same extent, unless and 
until otherwise directed by statute.
